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REMARKS 



Claims 1-12, 15-19, 22, 24-34, 38-39, 43 and 45 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 



Section 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,796,825 to McDonnal et al. By this 
Amendment, all of these claims have been cancelled so as to speed the 
and allowance of claims that have already been indicated to be allowable. Applicants reserve 
the right to continue prosecuting the cancelled claims in a continuing application. 

Claims 13-14, 20-21, 23, 27-32, 35-37, 40-42, 44 and 46 were objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but were indicated to be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
By this Amendment, these claims have been so rewritten as new claims as indicated in the chart 
below. Accordingly, these claims should now be in condition for allowance. 

In addition to rewriting claims that were indicated to be allowable in independent form so 
as to present them in a condition for allowance, the present Amendment also adds new claims 
that contain limitations of cancelled claims, but changes in their dependency so that they now 
include all of the limitations of the allowable claims. These claims do not add any new matter, 
since they are supported by the original disclosure, and should be deemed allowable in view of 
their dependence upon allowable claims. 

For ease of reference, set forth below is a table that identifies each newly added claim 
showing the previous claim from which its limitations have been derived.
